ALLIANCE POSSIBLE BETWEEN SPANIARDS AND YELLOW JACK 


Some Apprehension Apparent in Official Circles at Washington—Spain 
May Try to Gain a Slight Advantage by Continuing the War in View 
of the Fever Among American Troops—Dons Well Fixed for a Long 


Fight Before Havana—Two Days Without a Word from Madrid—Reason 


for Believing Spain Mas Been Advised That the Stage of Negotiations 
is Past—Next Monday Fixed by Some as the Day When a Final Answer 


Shall Be Received—War Department Correspondence Furnishing Food 


for Much Thought. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A slight note of uncertainty 
appeared in the peace negotiations to- 
day, and there seemed to be in official 
circles an apprehension lest Spain re- 
pudiate her promise to accept the 
American conditions and peace be put 
off indefinitely. This anxiety is caused 
by the fact that Spain probably has be- 
come acquainted by this time with the 
deplorable condition of our army in 
Cuba, as revealed by dispatches from 
there and by the unfortunate publica- 
tion of the “round robin” drawn up by 
the officers and presented to Gen. 
Shafter. The fact that we are obliged 
to withdraw our troops on account of 
the ravages of disease possibly, it is 
believed, may lead Spain to think she 
may yet gain a slight advantage over 
us by continuing the war and forcing 
this country to carry the war into Cuba 
in earnest. 

The hone of Spain in continuation of 
‘the war is in Cuba, where she is pre- 
pared to offer stout resistance, and most 
particularly is she well fixed for a long 
fight before Havana. There is, of 
course, no outward, indication that 
Spain will procrastinate, but there is a 
chance, and that chance is felt strongly 
by the administration. 


NO TIDINGS. 


Two Days Without a Word from 
Spain. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—When . the 
President closed his official work to- 
day he had not received the reply of 
Spain, nor any intimation as to how 
soon the reply might be expected. The 
French Ambassador had not been 
heard from throughout the day, and he, 
as well as our government officials, was 
waiting for Spain to give the final re- 
sponse. Two days have now passed 
without a word officially from Spain 
either in the way of inquiry or re- 
sponse. From this it is clear that the 
Spanish Cabinet fully realizes that the 
time for argument, counter-proposals 
or modification has gone by, and that 
there is only one simple issue to be 
met, namely, whether the American 
terms will be accepted as a whole or 
rejected. 

There is, indeed, re&son to believe 
that the Spanish government has been 
directly advised that the stage of ne- 
gotiations is past, and that only the 
matter of an answer, favorable or un- 
favorable, remains. That the answer 
has not come quickly is no matter of 
surprise to the officials here, for they 
realize the tremendous responsibility 
which Premier Sagasta must assume in 
making these peace terms suffictently 
palatable to the Spanish populace and 
the political leaders to permit its ac- 
ceptance without an internal convul- 
sion. | 

In his conference with the President 
and Secretary Day the French Ambas- 
sador has brought out clearly the great 
task before Sagasta. It seems to be the 
general view here that if the Premier 
and his ministry were untrammeled an 
acceptance would come at once, and 
that the preliminary peace arrange- 
ment would now be closed. But in pre- 
paring the Spanish public and in guard- 
ing against political agitations here- 
after, by public men of other parties, 
the Madrid officials are taking their 
time for missionary work, not only 
among themselves, but among all the 
populace and secret elements. 

The best-informed persons here fix 
next Monday as the time when the 
United States government is likely to 
receive Spain’s final answer, but this 
is simply conjectural, for there is not 
the slightest means -of knowing the 
tendencies at Madrid. It might come 
tomorrow, but in the event of its com- 
ing late in the day or Sunday, the re- 
sponse would not be communicated to 
the government until Monday. There 
is the confident belief among some of- 
ficials that there has been from the 
first that Spain's answer will be a re- 
luctant, but none the less conclusive, 
aceptance. At the same time, it was 


suggested today in some quarters that

there was a possibility that the dis- 
closures made by the American gen- 
erals at Santiago concerning the se- 
rious condition of our troops might be 
a straw at which the Spanish Cabinet 
would grasp. This is quite doubtful, 
however, as there is a question whether 
the statement of the American gen- 
erals ever got outside the borders of 
the United States, owing to the strict 
censorship imposed last night. More- 
over, all evidence reaching the officials 
here indicates that Spain is weary with 
the conflict, and is convinved beyond 
the slightest question of the hopeless- 
ness of further opposition. | 

The day has been dull at the War 
Department, considering the existence 
of a state of war, t 't for the publica- 
tion in the newspapers of the “round 
robin” signed by the inilitary command- 
ers at Santiago and the short, but 
sharp correspond’ jx, between Col. 
Roosevelt and Secretary Alger. These 
afforded food for much discussion 
among all classes of officials and the bes 
lief was general that there are to be 
further interesting chapters in the cor- 
respondence, provided it is deemed 
harmles to the best interests of the 
army to allow further publication. In 
proof of the allegation that the War 
Department had bestirred itself to 
succor the unfortunate army in Santi- 
ago before the united protest was 
made, the following statement is given 
out by the Secretary of War, regard- 
ing the shipment of troops north from 
Santiago: 

“Until quite recently, it was supposed 
that yellow fever wals epidemic in 
Santiage, and it was not believed that 
it would be safe to send shiploads north 
of men largely affected with yellow 
fever. The disease, it was believed, 
would spread rapidly on shipboard, and 
result in the death and burial of many 
at sea. On the 28th ult., the Secre- 
tary of War telegraphed to Cen. Shaf- 
ter that as soon as the fever subsided, 
the men of his command will be moved 
north to a camp that had been se- 
lected for them at Montauk Point. On 
the 30th of July Gen. Shafter tele- 
graphed: ‘Made known Secretary of 
War's telegram that troops would be 
moved north as soon as fever subsided 
and it had a very good effect on the 
men.’ 

“When, however, the true condition 
was made known, an order was issued 
to Gen. Shafter to move his command 
north as rapidly as possible, and all 
ships in the quartermaster’s service 
possible to get to Santiago were sent 
there, and the great liners, St. Paul 
and St. Louis were also ordered there. 
All this was done befcre the communi- 
cation signed by Gen. Shafter and 
his generals was received and bfeore 
Col. Roosevelt's letter was published. 

“Over one hundred and fifty surgeons 
are at Santiago, and 176 immune nurses 
have been sent there, besides the usual 
hospital corps that always attend such 
an army. There have been less deaths 
in Santiago by yellow fever than by 
typhoid fever in any camp of the 
same size in the United States.” 

Two messages were received at the 
War Department today from Ponce, 
the first announcing the death of a 
brilliant young army officer and the 
second from Gen. Miles himself, touch- 
ing on the trouble in the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, which was the subject of 
official inquiry by Secretary Alger 
yesterday. Details of the latter tele- 
gram are not obtainable, but it is 
apparent that Gen. Miles is determined 
® repress sternly at the very begin- 
ning any departure from military dis- 
cipline, even among the volunteer ele- 
ment in his command. As near as 
can be gathered the. officers of the 
Sixth declined to submit to an examina- 
tion. which was prescribed by the bri- 
officers, through proper authority, 
and upon insistence of thé latter they 
Bought to resign their commissions, Gen. 
Miles himself is dealing with the case, 
and if he should decide, to allow these 


officers’ to resign or discharge them 
from the service of the United States 


and the latter is possible, the Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts will be called 
upon to appoint their successors. ss 

It. can be said up to this time the 
officials are thoroughly satisfied with 
Gen. Miles’'s conduct of the Porto 
Rican campaign, and they do not hes- 
itate to admit that the events that have 
occurred since hi8 landing at Guanica 
fully justify the arbitrary change made 
by him in the carefully-laid plans of 
the department for the conduct of the 
campaign. 


NEW METHODS. 


Usual Spanish Delay Some- 


what Modified. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, August 5.—With a 
realizing sense of the grave political 
problems that must be solved hy Sefior 
Sagasta, the Spanish Premier, before 
he can finally assent to the United 
States’s demands, the administration 
is not surprised that the answer from 
the Spanish side: has been delayed. 
It is believed that the Premier him- 
self has made up his mind to accept 
the conditions, but while in that decis- 
ion he is supported by a majority of 
his Cabinet, he finds it necessary to 
secure the adhesion of leaders of 
other parties in order to guard against 
disaster in the future. Spanish meth- 
ods never have been noted for rapid- 
ity, and it is said that the present 
is the first case of record where the 
Spanish Cabinet has acted within a 
day or two on a matter so important as 
the presenting of the peace proposals; 
therefore it is scarcely expected that 
the last and decisive answer will be 
forthcoming immediately. Sor far as 
can be learned there has been no fur- 
ther communication between the State 
Department and the French embassy 
since Wednesday noon. Assuming the 
report that Sagasta is seeking minute 
explanations of the details to be, 
adopted under each head of the Pres- 
ident’s note, it is probable that these 
explanations are being furnished by 
M, Cambon himself. At any rate, he 
has made no further application to the 
State Department for information, and 
it is said there that he has been so 
fullv advised now of the President's in- 
tentions that there is no occasion for 
him to do so. 


REVENUE REVISIONS. 


Tariff Changes for Cuba and 


Porto Rico. 
{ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—‘At this 
point peace negotiations are in a state 
of quiescence.’’ This statement was 
made by a member of the Cabinet at 
the close of today’s meeting. Nothing 
has been heard from Madrid directly, 
or through M. Cambon since yesterday, 
and at the session of the Cabinet today 
the matter was not mentioned, except 
incidentally, the session being taken 
up with administration details. The 
Cuban customs tariff was discussed at 
some length, particularly the tobacco 
schedule, and it was agreed that the 
rates of internal revenue taxation now 
in force in the United States should be 
made the customs rate for Cuba. 

The question of revising the list of 
port charges at Cuban ports was also 
under discussion and it was decided to 
leave the matter to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Under Spanish rule, the 
port charges were $1 per registered ton, 
regardless of whether the vessel was 
loaded or in ballast, and these charges 
were imposed on entering the port and 
also on leaving. Secretary Gage will 
make a very material reduction in 
these rates. It is his present purpose

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—Dr. John 
Guiteras, the famous yellow fever ex- 
pert and one of the Cuban advisers 
in this country, arrived at his home 
in this city from Santiago de Cuba, 
Where he had been engaged in yellow 
fever work under the direction of the 
government.

WAS HARD WORK. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

Accompanying the report is a copy 
of the dispatches which were sent to 
Gen. Shafter by Gen. Wheeler begin- 
ning June 25 and ending July 2. July 
1 at 8:20 p.m., Gen. Wheeler, writing 
from San Juan, has the following to 
Say about withdrawing from the po- 
sition we have won: 

“I examined the line in front of 
Wood's brigade and gave the men 
shovels and picks and insisted on them 
going right to work. I also sent word 
to Gen. Kent to come and get intrench- 
ing tools and saw Gen. Hawkins in 
person and told him the same thing. 
They all promised to do their best, but 
Say the earth is very difficult to handle, 
as a great part of it is rocky. 

“The positions our men carried were 
very strong, and the intrenchments 
were very strong. A number of of- 
ficers have appealed to me to have the 
line withdrawn and take up a strong 
position farther back and I expect they 
will apepal to you. I have- positively 
discountenanced this, as it would cost 
us much prestige. The lines are very 
thin, as SO many men have gone to the 
rear with wounds and so many are ex- 
hausted, but I hope these men can be 
got up tonight and with our line ih- 
trenched and Lawton on our right, we 
ought to hold tomorrow, but I fear it 
will be a severe day. 

“If we can. get through tomorrow 

all right, we can make our breatsworks 
strong the next night. You can hardly 
realize the exhausted condition of the 
troops. The Third and Sixth Infantry 
and other troops were up marching and 
halted on the road all last night and 
have fouzcht twelve hours today, and 
those that are not on the line will be 
digging trenches tonight. 
“IT was on the extreme front line. 
T's men were lying down, and re- 
ported the Spaniards not more than 
300 yards in their front.”

MISGUIDED MACIAS. 


He Will Attempt to Drive Us 


from Porto Rico. 
(A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 


ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPA'TCH BOAT, off San 
Juan de Porto Rico, August 5, via 
St. Thomas (D. W. IL.) Aug. 5.—The 
Americans have taken peaceful pos- 
session of the eastern portion of the 
isiand. Small parties of marines have 
been landed, who have lighted the 
lamps in the lighthouse at Cape San 
Juan and other lighthouses along the 
coast. They met with no resistance. 
Indeed, at Cape San Juan deuptations 
of citizens came out to meet them. 
‘Ihe warships now in this vicinity are 
the Montgomery, Annapolis, the Puri- 
tan and the Amphitrite. The two 
former are look iM the troop trans- 
ports which left tae United States and 
have scattered all about the island. 
‘The Annapolis rounded up the Whit- 
ney, the Florida and the Raleigh 
yesterday, and they are at Cape San 
uan, 

There seems to have been a sericus 
mistake as to the rendezvous, for no 
two ships got to the same place, and 
it will take several days to locate 
them and get them to Ponce, where 
Gen, Miles is awaiting. Off San 
Juan, the cruiser New Orleans alone 
maintains the blockade. 

Capt.-Gen. Macias has issued a pro- 
clamation, in the course of which he 
says: 

“Spain has not sued for peace, and 
I can drive off the American boats 
now as I did Sampson's attempt be- 
fore.”’ 

A daughter of the Captain-General 
is helping to drill the gunners in the 
forts. Altogether there are $500 Span- 
ish regulars in the city. The troops 
of the enemy who are retreating from 
Ponce and the other towns on the 
south coast occupied by the Ameri- 
cans, have not yet arrived. he Ger- 
man steamer Polynesia, with a cargo 
of rum, canned meats and tobacco tried 
to run the blockade this morning, but 
was stopped by the New Orleans, 


QUEER FEELINGS. 


Sagasta’s Policy Commented on 


by Spanish Journals. 
{[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—A dispatch to 
the World from Madrid says the ex- 
planation of its peace terms asked from 
the government at Washington, espe- 
cially regarding the Philippines, is ex- 
pected today. If it is received then, 
Spain’s ‘final answer to the United 
States will be made on Saturday. After 
the Cabinet council, the Ministers de- 
clined to furnish any information con- 
cerning the dispatches received from 
abroad. It is rumored, however, that 
the two governments are sure to come 
to an understanding for the suspension 
of hostilities this week, as in reality 
the only questions now at issue are un- 
important. 

The Independent press and the oppo- 
sition organs are fuming because Sa- 
gasta has shrewdly persuaded the Re- 
gent to summon to Madrid the wisest 
of her statesmen and generals in order 
to commit them irrevocably to the 
peace policy, appealing to their patriot- 
ism and loyalty, asking their codpera- 
tion in preserving order throughout the 
peninsula and requesting a frank ex- 
pression of opinion on the advisability 
of making peace with the United 
States, after sdhowing them succes- 
sively all the aspects of the situation. 
With his usual plainness, Sagasta tells 
them he is quite willing to hand over 
the reins of government if they con- 
vince the Regent and the country that 
they are prepared to propose a better 
solution than peace on the conditions 
imposed by President McKinley. 

The Liberal advises the Queen and 
Premier to consult also the leaders of 
the Radical parties, because they have 
had no share in, or responsibility for, 
the shortcomings which caused the 
colonial crash. 

The Imparcial censures Sagasta vio- 
lently, winding up by saying that he 
places the personages consulted in the 
dilemma of having to condemn the 
course he recommends or identify 
themselves with a policy which, if it 
fails to command national respect and 
support, may overwhelm them all in 
a common political ruin. Public senti- 
ment. however, and a majority of the 
press. and the financiers approve Sa- 
gasta’s course. 

NO UPRISING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

PARIS, Aug. 5.--The Madrid corre- 
pspondent of the Temps telegraphs this 
afternoon that there is no danger of 
any uprising in Spain. He adds that 
every body is desirous of peace, “though 
profoundly deploring the necessity of

| RUMBLINGS OF PEACE. | 


SPANISH REPLY ACCEPTING OUR 
; TERMS HANGING FIRE. 


Negotiations as to the Philippines 
Still Left Open—Qoueen Regent 
Was to Have Been Informed To- 
day—A Significant Dispatch. 


[LY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—-({Exclusive Dis- 
pach.] A message of grave significance 
was received at the Sun’s London oflice 
tonight from the Snn’s Madrid corre- 
spodent. It should be explained that 
twice only since the outbreak of the 
war has a press telegram been per- 
mitted to pass the censorship without 
delays that sometimes amount to from 
twenty-four to thirty-six hours. The 
first exception was a brief message 
sent to the Sun by permission of the 
Cabinet on July 20, announcing that the 
ministry had unanimously voted to 
seek peace. The second is the following 
dispatch, which was received here two 
hours after it was filed in Madrid: 

“The result of the conferences has 
not benefited the government; has en- 
dangered negotiations. Sagasta’s early 
resignation is mooted.” 

The conferences referred to in the 
dispatch are the consultations which 
have. been progressing for the past 
thirty-six hours between Prime Minis- 
ter Sagasta and the leaders of other 
parties and groups, including Sefior 
Robledo, who, as told in last night’s 
dispatches, vehemently denounces the 
American terms. Inasmuch as the 
above message was sent by consent, 
and probably at the desire of the Span- 
ish government, it may perhaps be 
surmised that the underlying motive of 
the Spanish Cabinet is to induce the 
American government to modify some 
of its demands by indicating that the 
domestic situation in Spain renders it 
impossible for Sagasta to yield to the 
present terms. Even if this is not the 
reason why the Spanish authorities 
were anxious to facilitate the transmis- 
sion of th® intelligence to the United 
States. It may be assumed that the 
facts justify the correspondent in tele- 
graphing the above terms. 

There is no question that the Sa- 
gasta government is anxious to con- 
clude an immediate peace, but it is not 
yet clear whether it has the power to 
do so. A dispatch to the Central News 
from Madrid says it is reported that 
the Cabinet has decided not to send 
an answer at present to the demands 
of the United States. The Ministers 
are extremely reserved. 

AN EARLIER REPORT. 
D’RECT WME TO THE TMES.] 

MADRID, Aug. 6, 4:40 a.m.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] At a Cabinet meeting 
last night the Ministers agreed upon 
a reply to the United States, accept- 
ing the principal American terms with- 
out prejudice to the discussion of cer- 
tain essential points regarding the 
Philippines. They will communicate 
their decision to the Queen Regent to- 
day. Her agreement is considered as- 
sured, It is now believed that Sagasta 
will continue in power. 

The council approved the project of 
raising the total issue of bank notes 
to 2,500,000,000 pesetas. Sefior Gamazo, 
Minister of Public Works, believes 
peace will be made on easier condi- 
tions than those announced. 

WILL PRACTICALLY ACCEPT. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A correspondent at Madrid 
telegraphs that the ministerial coun- 
cil last night decided practically to ac- 
cept the conditions of peace laid down 
by the United States. The dispatch 
occupied a little over an hour in trans- 
mission. It arrived here concurrently 
with the telegram filed at Madrid six 
hours previously, the contents of which 
were nullified. 

SAVE THAT HONOR. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

MADRID, Aug. 6.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The government has given or- 
ders that the Minister of War shall not 
force resistance in Porto Rico to the 
utmost. This is at the instigation of 
Sagasta, who deplores any unnecessary 
loss of life, knowing that Porto Rico 
will inevitably fall into the hands of 
the Americans. Gen. Macias has been 
instructed to obtain terms like those 
obtained by Toral, or better, so as to 
save the Spanish honor as much as 
possible. 

SHAFTER’S EXPLANATION. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 

WASHINGTON, August 6.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Secretary of War 
received the following telegram from 
Shafter today, in reply to the Secre- 
tary’s telegram of yesterday repri- 
manding him for giving to the press 
Gen. Kent's report, and the letter from 
Col. Roosevelt and the brigade and 
division commanders asking that the 
army be withdrawn from Santiago. 

“The report (probably meaning Gen. 
Kent's) was given out, as I have 
learned since, before it reached me. I 
called out the general officers together 
to tell them what I proposed to do 
and express to them my views, and ask 
them to eive me theirs. I found we 
all felt alike. Someone then proposed 
that they write me a letter setting forth 
their views, and I told them to do so. 
Meanwhile I_ wrote my telegram, and 
later it was handed in and forwarded 
with the letters of the surgeons and 
the letter of these officers. 

It was not until some time after 
that I learned that this letter had been 
given to the press. It was a foolish 


gret very much that it occurred. 
Roosevelt's letter I know nothing of, nor 
of what he said( and I have been very 
careful about giving to the press any 
information, and I will continue to do 
so.

ITS BAD EFFECT. 

{BY DIRECT WIE TO THE TIMES.} 

WASHINGTON Aug. 6.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] By military men generally 
the method adopted by the officers of 
Shafter's corps in setting their griev- 
ances before the public by means of a 
“round robin,’ which was promptly 
given to the press, is severely censured, 
and it is prophesied that the officers 
who signed the document will suffer 
for it in the future, even if they are 
not dismissed for it now. In the eyes 
of sticklers for discipline, this action 
is most unmilitary, and is subversive 
of discipline. 

A brigadier-general, speaking of the 
matter today, said that if one of the 
officers who signed the “round robin” 
ever received hereafter any special 
advancement or unusual reward it 
would be equivalent to giving notice 
that insubordination would be rewarded 
in the army. This severe view is not 
shared by those who look at the affair 
from outside the army. The conclu- 
sion reached here is that these offi- 
cers came to the conclusion it was no 
longer of any use to appeal to the War 
Department, and they decided to appeal 
to the public digect, throwing them- 
selves upon the tender mercies of the 
American people.

REPORTS GREAT MORTAL- 
ITY AMONG HIS MEN. 


The Spanish General Charges the 
American With Granting Him

MADRID, Aug. 5, 10 p.m.—[By At- 
lantic Cable.) At the Cabinet council 
this evening Sefior Sagasta recounted 
to his colleagues what had been said in 
the conference with the war political 
leaders early in the day. No decision 
was taken. 

Sefior Puigceiver, Minister of Fi- 
nance, read a proposal to increase the 
note circulation and guarantee of the 
Bank of Spain. The council also con- 
sidered an official dispatch from Santi- 
ago, signed by Gen. Toral, saying that 
owing to the smallness of the camp 
which the Americans had coneeded, the 
absence of tents and the improper food, 
the number of Spanish sick had in- 
creased to 10,000, the death rate being 
from twelve to fourteen daily. 

The dispatch also Said that the beds 
now were altogether insuflicient for so 
large a number of sick soldiers, and 
that their transportation home ought 
to commence immediately. Gen. Toral 
informs the government that the wound 
of Gen, Linares had not developed any 


complications, but was causing him 
great pain. 


OBJECT TO POSSESSION.

LONDON, August 6.—The Madrid 
correspondent of the Daily Mail says: 

“Sefior Romero y Robledo, in the 
course of an interview, said: 

‘Sefior Sagasta informed me as to 
the contents of the American note. In 
addition to the demands already 
known, the American government 
asks the occupation and possession of 
Manila and Subig Bay.

JEFFRIES'S ARM WEAK FROM 
MEETING ARMSTRONG. 


The California Pugilist Breaks His 
Left on the Colored Man, but 
Gets the Decision. 


DID NOT FIGHT O’DONNELL.

BIG CROWD LEAVES THE CLUB 
SORELY DISAPPOINTED. 


Capps, the Stockton Horseman, 
Ruled Off the Course at Butte. 
Tom Tracy Scores a Victory. 
Eastern Baseball Results. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Aug. _ 5.--[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] It was a sore and disappoint- 
ed crowd that passed out of the doors 
of the Lenox Athletic Club ‘tonight. 
Three hours earlier 5000 sports had en- 
tered the building with the red-hot an- 
ticipation of seeing the young Califor- 
nia pugilistic giant, Jim Jeffries, knock 
out a pair of heavyweights, Bob Arm- 
strong of Chicago and Steve O'Donnell 
of Australia. Few of the sports pres- 
ent anticipated that Armstrong would 
remain ten rounds. When they looked 
at the two men in the ring they re- 
garded his chances with less favor. 

Jeffries had every advantage. He was 
taller, longer in reach and heavier 
than his colored opponent. He stripped 
like a Hercules, bunches of muscle 
standing out all over his body, which 
is the body of a strong man rather 
than of a champion pugilist. He earned 
and received the decision over Arm- 
strong, but he failed to put him out, 
and in doing so really failed of his ob- 
ject. 

Steve O’Donnell entered the ring at 
the time appointed to go on. I[t is prob- 
able that he went on with greater 
cheerfulness, because he Knew that 
Jeffries’s hand was broken. if Jeffries 
had been in condition O’Donnell’s stay 
in the ring would have been brief. 

Thirty-five minutes after he had de- 
feated Armstrong, Jeffries. again ap- 
peared in the ring, this time accom- 
panied by a physician, Dr. Robert E. 
Fivey. The latter explained, through 
Announcer Harvey, that the Califor- 
nian had broken the thumb on his left 
hand, and was, therefore, incapable of 
fighting. The crowd took the announce- 
ment in a very bad humor. Jeffries 
says the accident occurred in the first 
round. 

THE SCRAPPING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—Jim Jeffries, 
the much-heralded heavyweight pugi- 
list from California, was to have fought 
Bob Armstrong and Steve O’Donnell 
for ten rounds each before the Lenox 
Athletic Club tonight, but he was only 
able to carry out half of his proposed 
task. He met Armstrong and defeated 
him, but in doing so he shattered 
his left arm, and was unable to meet 
O’Donnell. This was an unfortunate 
thing for both Jeffries and the club. 
as the former felt perfectly confident 
of defeating both men, and the mana- 
gers of the club were sorry to be com- 
pelled to disappoint their patrons. Many 
shrewd judges of boxers are satisfied 
that Jeffries is a promising and com- 
ing pugitlist, and they hope that the 
injury to his arm will not be serious. 

Armstrong acted rather carelessly at 
first.. There was considerable sparring 
and some blows were exchanged. Arm- 
strong received some hard jabs. By 
the beginning of the sixth round, Bob 
was aware that he was up against a 
stiff came, and went at it accordingly. 
The result was that in the ninth round 
Bob was weakening, but came up game. 
Tie jabbed a left in the face, and Jef- 
fries hooked his right on the _ ribs, 
Jim then uppercut him with the left 
on the face, and jabbed the same glove 
to the face twice. Jeffries continued 
this line of attack all through the 
round, and Tob did not land a blow. 

Tenth round—They shook hands at 
the referee’s bhidding, and _ Jeffries 
hooked his right on the jaw. They ex- 
changed lefts on the face, and after 
a great deal of footwork Jeffries put 
Rob on his back with a left swing on 
ihe head. Bob took eight seconds to 
rest. and when he came up, Jeffries 
hooked right and left on the jaw. 
These blows dazed Bob at first, but 
Jeffries kept pounding him. and Arm- 
strong ran to the ropes without mak- 
ing an attempt to strike back. Tt was 
all one-sided now. and although Bob 
staid the limit, he did so bv (running 
away from the hig fellow. The referee 
declared Jeffries the winner. while 
Armstrone’s friends were telling the 


colored man that he had done well. 
Armstrong certainly stood the “gaff” 
foirlv well, but he was far out- 


classed. 

Those who were near the ringside 
looked at Jeffries’s injured hand. and 
it was certainly in verv had shape. 
O'Dennell entered the ring, and said 
that he would hox Armstrong to nacify 
the audience, but Armstrong had had 
enough, and refused to go on. 


HIS LIGHTNING RIGHT, 
Tom Tracy Lifts MeConnell Fairly 
His Fect. 

[ASSOCIATED I'RESS NIGHT REPORT.]J 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 5.—Tom 
Tracy of Australia and Frank McCon- 
nell of Oakland met tonight before the 
Olympic Athletic Club in this city in 
the presence of about three thousand 
spectators. Tracy landed a lightning 
right-hand swing on the point of the 
jaw in the seventeenth round which 
fairly lifted McConnell off his feet, and 
failing to arise within the prescribed 
ten seconds, the Australian was 
awarded the decision. The blow was a 
clean knock-out @¢elivery. McConnell 
Was a 10-to-6 favorite. 

The fight, prior to its rather sudden 
termination, was much in favor of the 
local lad. During the first ten rounds 
of fighting McConnell was at all times 
the aggressor, and although his blows 
as a rule lacked precision, a sufficient 
number landed on the Australian's an- 
atomy to perceptibly distress him. 

Tracy was very elusive and clever, 
which stood him well in need at criti- 
cal junctures. He tried repeatedly to 
land a swing on the Oaklander, such 
as brought the contest to a close, and 
several times went from one end of the 
ring to the other from the force of these 
efforts, but only once did he succeed in 
landing. 

McConnell maintained this advantage 
until the fifteenth round, when Tracy 
changed his tactics and in this round 
punished the former rather severely. In 
the two succeeding rounds McConnell 
regained his advantage and seemed to 
have the contest. well in hand. He 
grew careless, however, in the final 
round, and the Australian suddenly shot 
his right out like a flash, catching the 
Oaklander just on the point of the 
chin with tremendous force, knocking 
him down and out. McConnell was 
fully fifteen seconds in regaining his 


fect.

McConnell’'s defeat was a great sur- 
prise to the local sporting fraternity, 
Who looked upon him-as a coming 
champion in his class. 
of his comparatively easy victory over 
McKeever in this city, some time ago. 
he was heavily baéked. McConnell dis- 
played all the judgment of a veteran 
boxer during tonight's contest, and up 
to the time of the unexpected termina- 
tion there were few in the audience 
Who did not presage ultimate victory, 
either by decision in his favor ar by 
knockout. In the early rounds of the 
fight he outpointed and at times se- 
verely punished Tracy, who was con- 
stantly running away and playing fer 
a decisive blow. The latter was cau- 
ticned several times for foul tactics, 
but as these attempts were clearly un- 
intentional, they received but little at- 
tention from the spectators. The Aus- 
tralian was decidedly ‘shiftly on his 
feet, and his wonderful cleverness in 
warding off vicious swings elicited well- 
merited applause. 

r ten rounds McConnell’s advan- 
tage was decidedly apparent, but in 
the five succeeding rounds Tracy as- 
Sumed more ageressive tactics and 
evened matters up somewhat. In the 
fifteenth round both men fought vici- 
ously at close range, the Australian 
landing several right and left swings 
with telling effect. In the following 
round, however, McConnell turned the 
tables on his opponent by lading right 
and left swings on the jaw, which sent 
Tracy’s head back and forced him 
against the ropes, the Australian being 
very nearly out at the call of time. 

The seventeenth opened with terrific 
fighting by the local man, who jabbed 
Tracy viciously on the nose,. following 
with a left swing on the jaw and right 
on the head. McConnell appeared to 
be very confident at this juncture, and 
growing somewhat careless, left an 
opening for which the Australian had 
long been seeking. Before few had 
realized what had happened, McConnell 
was stretched out full length on the 
carpet, with blood flowing from his 
mouth and unable to move, so violently 
and unexpectedly had the finishing 
blow been delivered. Beyond a few 
Slight bruises sustained by the prin- 
cipals, the men were in good condi- 
tion ten minutes after the fight. 

The preliminary bout between Mor- 
ris Jacobs of St. Louis and (Ctharles 
Tye of Oakland, was won by the lat- 
ter in the seventh round. The men 
tipped the scales at 135 pounds. Ja- 
cobs fought gamely throughout, bui 
scientifically was no match for. the 
Oakland boy, whose left-hand jabs 
landed with such frequent fesularity 
that the St. Louis man was practically 
jabbed out. In the seventh round he 
became so weak that a few well-direct- 
ed lefts sent him rolling to the tivor, 
and although making strenuous efforts 
to rise and renew the contest, he was 
on his knees at the expiration ot ten 
seconds.

CHAIN LETTERS GALORE. 


Red Cross Experiment That Proved 
a Boomerang. 

The “chain letter’ has tangled itself 
around the Los Angeles headquarters 
of the Red Cross League and every 
day inquiries are received as to 
whether or not Miss Nathalie Shenk’s 
scheme has the sanction of the league, 
The mails are full of chain letters, and 
every charitably-minded person in 
the city has received one or more cop- 
ies of the famous letter. 

Miss Shenk, who lives in Babylon, 
N. Y., wanted to raise funds for the 
purchase of ice for the soldiers. She 
wrote a letter to a friend, asking her 
to make four copies and send them to 
friends, with the request that each 
repeat the thing, and then return his 
letter to Miss Shenk with 10 cents in- 
side for the ice fund. The letters in- 
creased in’ geometrical progression, 4, 
16, 64, 256, 1024; 4096, 16,384; 65,536; 
262,144, and so on until by the twen- 
tieth round the number of letters is in 
the trillions. But the chain is to go 
on until it extends to a hundred 
links and incalculable numbers of let- 
ters. 

The local Red Cross workers are ad- 
vising everybody to break the chain, 
and send whatever funds they want to 
spend to the Red Cross direetly, in- 
stead of expending on postage as much 
as they contribute to the fund. .

started a chain of letters, with the 
aim of raising funds. Mrs. William 


Cline of the Nadeau has started one 
in order to raise funds for free bath- 
houses for the poor.

MRS. SHAW IS DISCHARGED.

Justice Owens Holds That the Stand 
Taken by Attorney Rush is Good, 


Mrs. Helen M. Shaw, who was under 
arrest for passing a fictitious note, was 
discharged from custody by Justice 
Owens yesterday afternoon. Last 
Tuesday when the case was heard, Mr. 
Rush, attorney for Mrs, Shaw, made a 
motion for dismissal of the case on the 
grounds that as no property or money 
interests had passed betwen the par- 
ties, no offense was committed. He 
presented several authorities bearing 
on the case, and the court took the 
matter under advisement. In review- 
ing the evidence and the allegations in 
the complaint, Justice Owens said that 
if the names to the instrument had 
been genuine, there was not the least 
doubt in the world but that she could 
have been held for forgery, but as it 
was acknowledged by the defendant 
that they were fictitious, she could not 
be complained of for forgery under 
section 470 of the Penal Code. Then 
again the section under which the 
complaint was issued says that prop- 
erty or money interests must pass be- 
tween the parties before a charge for 
uttering or passing a fictitious paper 
could be made to stand. In this case 
Mrs. Shaw siraply gave the note as se- 
curity for a board bill and money 
loaned, and the giving of tht note for 
such purpose did not affect the debt in 
the least, and it can be collected by a 
civil process at any time now as well 
as it could have been before the note 
was given as security. His Honor then 
made an order granting the motion of 
the defendant’s counsel, and releasing 
her from custody. 


Mrs. Shaw early last month gave 
Mrs. Woodham, proprietress of the 


Woodland lodging-house on South Main 
street, a fictitious note for $500 as se- 
eurity for a board bill and money 
loaned. The signatures were found to 
be fictitious, and Mrs. Shaw was are 
rested for passing such paper.

NEARLY A MILLION. 


ASSESSMENT REDUCTIONS EX- 
CEED AUDITOR'S ESTIMATE. 


Work of the Board of Equalization 
Almost Completed—Better Street- 
car Service Assured, 


WATER SUITS CARRIED OVER. 


FURTHER DEVELOPMENTS IN MISS 
VOSBURG’S CONTRACT DEMAND. 


Large Preponderance of Young Men 
Lining Up to Poll Their First 
Vote—Citizens Who Take No 
Interest in Their Country. 


When the City Auditor filed with the 
Council his estimate of the; expenses 
of the city for the current year he 
based that estimate on probable re- 
ceipts after allowing for a reduction 
in assessments by the Board of Equal- 
ization of $500,000. The board had al- 
ready reduced the assessments $833,- 
694. and has another day of work be- 
fore it. The reductions yesterday were 
in excess of the total allowance made 
for Such cuts by the Auditor. the total 
reductions for the day being $545,970. 

The banks won their point as to the 
illegality of the assessments, their sur- 
plys and undivided profits yesterday be- 
fore the Board of Equalization. The 
petitions based upon assessments of 
that character were granted. 

Councilman Nickell and ex-Deputy 
City Assessor Waldron almost came to 
blows in the Council chamber yester- 
day afternoon. Waldron threatened 
the Councilman with political ruin and 
Mr. Nickell shut him up with a threat 
to kick him out of the room. 

Contracts for the laying of new street 
railway tracks from Fourth and Spring 
streets to Bellevue avenue via Main 
street from Temple were signed yester- 
day. This will mean the improvement 
of North Main street, which is now in 
a dangerous condition. With the com- 
pletion of this contract the cars of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company will 
makea circuit of the Temple Block, in- 
stead of making Second and Spring 
streets the principal transfer point. 

The attention of the Council will 
be called to the damage that is being 
done to property streets by sweeping 
them with machines as the Council 
ordered some time ago. It has been 
found that if the present method of 
sweeping continues the streets will 
s00n be ruined. 

Inasmuch as the water company will 
sequestrate any moneys that may come 
into its possession from now on, pend- 
ing the court’s decision as to the ap- 
pointment of a _ receiver, and make 
accounting for it, to the court, it is 
not without advantage that the hearing 
in the three suits has been continued 
until the 17th inst. Answers in two 
of the suits were only filed on the case 
yesterday, and judging from the re- 
marks of the water company’s counsel 
yesterday, it is quite likely that they 
will file affidavits as to certain mat- 
ters touched upon in the city’s an- 
pswers. ... 

Not infrequently hak the District 
Attorney’s office been appealed to by 
some injured girl who desired redress 
at the hands of some man who had 
done her grievous wrong, and with 
the result that a marriage ceremony 
ended the trouble. Never, however, 
has a young woman of Miss Vosbureg’s 
tvpe heretofore put in an appearance. 
The rustling ability of the young 
woman has been undeniable, but so far 
she appears to have entangled the 
matter to such a degree that the mar- 
riage seems more remote than ever, 
and this morning young Beard will be 
brought up in court. 

Registration of voters is causing 
many aliens, to seek naturalization. 
Many citizens, however, are culpably 
lax in attending to their registra- 
tion, and some have actually declared 
they haven’t enough interest in local 
affairs to take the trouble to register.

ENORMOUS REDUCTIONS. 


MORE THAN HALF A MILLION CUT 
FROM CITY ASSESSMENTS, 


The Banks Win Their Point as 
to Undivided Profits—Important 
Street Railway Improvements 
Contracted For—Almost a Scrap. 


Reductions in the city assessments 
to the amount of more than half a 
million dollars were made yesterday 
by the Board of Equalization in one 
of the most important sessions that 
that body has held this year. ‘The 
exact amount of the reduction for the 
day was $545,970, which is just the odd 
tens of thousands more than the City 
Auditor in his annual estimate al- 
lowed for the board to make during 
the season. Some of the most impor- 
tant petitions that had been filed with 
the board were acted upon, and many 
of the assessments of mortgage inter- 
ests held by the Board of Regents of 
the University of Southern California 
were stricken from the rolls. This ex- 
plains the reason for the enormous 
reductions made in one day, the busi- 
ness being an accumulation of reduc- 
tions that had been taken under ad- 
visement during the past ten days. 

The total reductions that have been 
made by the board since it began hear- 
ing petitions is $833,694, and as this is 
more than $300,000 more than the Audi- 
tor supposed the total would be, the 
result expected is such a diminution in 
the receipts of the city as to necessi- 
tate even @ greater cut of the allow-

ances of funds than that made by the 


Auditor in his annual estimate. ‘Ihe 
session of the board yesterday was 
not without excitement, and at one 


stage in the proceedings ex-Deputy 
City Assessor Waldron came near havy- 
ing his face battered by an irate mem- 
ber of the Council. Several disputes 
between members arose as to proposed 
reductions, but between them there was 
no display of feeling. 

The petitions of two of the electric 
companies were considered early in the 
morning session. ‘The assessment 
against the franchise of the Los Ange- 
les Electric Company was reduced from 
$35,000 to $25,000, and the Edison Elec- 
tric Company secured a reduction of 
the assessment on its franchise from 
25,000 to $15,000, 
_The petition of the owners of the 
Block for a cancellation 
of an assessment of. $100,000 against 
that property was granted. .The board 
was compelled to grant this petition, 
as it Was shown that that amount rep- 
resented a mortgage interest held by 
the University Regents. ‘Ihe Frank- 
lin Block was reduced from $23,000 to 
$20,000. H. W. Hellman was granted a 
reduction of $5000 on a number of. pieces 
of real estate owned by him, and later 
in the day another reduction of $4700 
Was granted him, that representing 
four feet of property at the corner of 
Fourth and Spring streets, which the 
courts have decided belongs.to the city 
and is.a_part of Fourth street. 

Attorney Lamme, represéfting the 
Los Angeles ‘Traction Company, ap- 
peared to support a petition for a re- 
duction on the franchise of that com- 
pany from $20,600 to $10,000. This mat- 
ter was argued by Mr. Lamme and by 
members of the Board. It was taken 
under atvisement until the afternoon 
session, When a_ reduction to $14,000 
Wis rede, 

Several of the netitions of the banks 
for reductions or cancellation of the 
assessments against their surplus and 
undivided profits were taken up at the 
beginning of the afternoon” session. 
These nctitions had been argued  be- 
fore the board several days ago and 
hac keen taken under advisement. 
When thé petition of the First Na- 
tional Punk for the cancellation of an 
asscssinent of $191,943 was taken up a 
lively Cebate ensued between Council- 
man Baker, who moved to grant the 
petition, and the member from the 
Eighth Ward, who opposed the mo- 
tion. For half an hour the discus- 
sion of the matters continued, and fin- 
ally the petition was allowed, Mr. 
Mathuss and one other member vot- 
ing against it. 

A reduction of $12,600 in the assess- 
ment.against the Los Angeles National 
Benk was granted, and the assessment 
of the National Bank of lifornia was 
reduced $18,745. 

A citation had been issued against 
the Merchants’ National Bank to show 
cause why its assessment should not 
be increased $20,957, but as the pro- 
posed increase was on property, as to 
which the assessment of other banks 
had been reduced, the citation was dis- 
missed. 

The petition of the Citizens’ Bank 
for a reduction from $44,823 to $27,423, 
by reason of alleged excessive assess- 
ment, was denied. The Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank was granted a reduc- 
tion of $39,643 on exchanges for the 
clearing house, that amount having 
been already assessed as cash in the 
hands of other banks. 

The petition of Hamburger & Sons 
for a reduction from $100,000 to $80,000 
caused a lively debate, in which all 
members participated. Mr. Mathuss in- 
sisted on allowing the petition, and 
when his motion was opposed, he said 
there were certain members of the 
board who sat around and did no work, 
but bobbed up every time anything 
was proposed which meant a just re- 
duction. Th petition was finally granted. 

On petition of the owners of the 
Henne Block, the assessment against 
that property was reduced from $70,-. 
000 to $50,000, and an additonal reduc- 
tion was made on this building by the 
cancellation of the assessment on a 
mortgage interest of $35,000. Fr. W. 
Braun was granted a reduction from 
$25,000 to $16,000 on the block on North 
Main street bearing his name. The 
assessment against the franchise of 
the Pasadena and Pacific Railway was 
reduced from $10,000 to $8000. 

Application was made for a reduction 
from $35,000 to $20,000 against the Ca- 
thedral property, Bishop Montgomery's 
residence and the small store at the 
corner of Second and Main steets; $23,- 
600 to $15,000 on the property of the old 
Plaza Church, and $7000 to $5000 on the 
Catholic school on Los Angeles street. 
The board took these applications un- 
der advisement and will render a deci- 
sion tomororw. 

ALMOST A FIGHT. 

An abundance of discretion in know- 
ing when he had said enough is all 
that saved ex-Deputy City Assessor 
Waldron from coming to blows with 
Councilman Nickell of the First Ward 
during the afternoon session of the 
board. Mr. Nickell had been out of the 
room for a few minutes, and as he re- 
turned Waldron was standing near the 
door. Nickell said nothing to him, but 
as he passed Waldron called the Coan- 
cilman, and in a voice that could be 
head across the room, said: 

“We'll fix you fellows good. We know 
you now. Just wait until you run for 
office.” 

The manner in which the implied 
threat was uttered angered the Coun- 
cilman more than what Waldron had 
said, and he instantly replied: 

“You go to h—.” 

Waldron started to say something 
more, but Nickell was mad, and, look- 
ing the bewhiskered impersonator of a 
public officer in the face, and advanc- 
ing toward him, said: 

‘Look here, Waldron, I do not pro- 
pose to have any d—d anarchist like 
you telling me what I shall do, or com- 
ing to me with threats. You had better 
be careful. You are the last man in 
town to criticise anybody's work, and 
if you monkey with me I'l! kick you 
out of the room.” : 

Waldron instantly retreated, and 
President Silver from the chair told 
him that if he wanted to talk politics 
he would have to leave the room. He 
left, and Mr. Nickell returned to his 
duties. 

The Board of Equalization will com- 
plete its work today.

improvement of the street was not re- 
quested, but what the petitioners de- 
sired is that the numerous holes be- 
tween the rails and ‘along side the 
tracks be repaired so that the street 
could be made safely passable. 


, Preparations for just the work that 
the: péople on that street want have 
been in progress for some. time, and 


only the delay in receiving the proper 
material has prevented 
Immediately upon 
the communication. Mr. 
Drain made inquiry of the companies 
interested in the tracks there and from 
what he learned frofn them he made 
the following statement: 

“The contract for th: laying of a 
new track from Fourth and Spring 
streets north on Spring to its intersec-. 
tion with Main at Temple. and thence 
along Main street to the Plaza, and 
from there around to HRellevue avenue, 
has been signed today and the work 
of laying this track will be commenced 
Mondey. The contract calls for the 
laying of much heavier raiis than those 
now in the street, the new ones being 
the same as those used on the Main- 
street line, on the Traction line and by 
the Los Angeles Railway Company on 
Spring street, south of Fourth, where a 
new track has been completed within 
the past week. The entire right-of-way 
of the street railway company is to be 
dug up and in place of the track now 
there the heavy rails will be laid and 
between them and for two feet on each 
side the street will be placed in the 
best condition possible. The job will 
be one of the most complete that has 
been done in this city for several years. 
It whl be done under the supervision 
of this office, and it is my intention to 
see to it that the street is placed in 
the best possible condition. 

“For a long time we have been try- 
ing to have this work started, but the 
delay in the conduit work made it 
necessary that the southerly end of 
Spring street be finished first. 
The improvement of its tracks along 
Main and Spring streets is not the 
only important work which the Los 
Angeles Railway Company intends do- 
ing. It will construct a loop around 
the Temple block and aftcr thet is 
completed, all of the cars which now 
make Second and Spring streets, a ter- 
minus will traverse the entire length 


lines. diverge. 


of Spring street from the Temple 
block to the point where their respec- 
This will give the 
business houses on North Spring street 
the benefit of better car service. The 
old track on Fourth street between 
Spring and Broadway is to be replaced 
with a new one of heavy rails as soon 
as the other work is completed.

THAT HITCHING ORDINANCE, 


It Becomes a Stumbling Block for 
the Board of Public Works. 

The Board of Public Works, owing 
to the length of the session of the 
Board of Equalization yesterday, had 
little time for the consideration of the 
matters that had been referred to it 
at the last meeting of the Council. A 
short session was held in the morning 
and another late yesterday afternoon. 
In the matter of the improvement ofa 
portion of Caroline street, the bid of F. 
Whittier was accepted and it was rec- 
ommended that the Council adopt the 
necessary resolution of award giving 
him the contract. 

The amendment to the specifications 
for the construction of sidewalks which 
was submitted Monday by the City En- 
gineer were approved by the board, 
and their adoption by the Council was 
recommended. 

Several taxpayers appeared before 
the board to petition for or protest 
against the proposed abandonment of 
a portion of Center street. The title of 
the city to this street is not clear, ow- 
ing to a failure to record a certain map 
some years ago. The protestants as- 
serted that the closing of the street 
would damage their property and in 
future prevent their having an outlet 
to their homes. It was decided to set 
the matter for hearing before the en- 
tire Council and the persons interested 
were notified to appear before the body 
at 2 p.m. Monday and state their ob- 
jections to the granting of the petition. 

The protest against the proposed im- 
provement of Colyton street was set 
for hearing before the Council Monday 
at 2 o'clock. 

When the petition of a number of 
residents on Hill street for relief from 
the filthy condition of that street due 
to the presence there throughout every 
day of large numbers of horses and 
wagons was taken up, the members of 
the board were in a quandary. The 
only way in which relief sought for 
could be given the people was, in the 
opinion of some of the members, to re- 
peal that portion of the _ so-called 
hitching ordinance which refers to 
vehicles used for hire, and this action 
the board was not ready to take, as 
they had once made a recommendation 
that this be done, and the Council had 
failed to act upon it. In the consider- 
ation of the petition the proposed 
modification of the hitching ordinance 
was argued. Other members of the 
Council were asked to make sugges- 
tions as to the best way of solving the 
problem, but none of them was able to 
advance anything which was accepted 
by the board. It was finally decided to 
hold the petition for a time and in the 
mean time make a personal inspection 
of the street. 


THE CITY BOND CASE, 


Iiearing to Be Had Early in Sep- 
tember in San Francisco. 
Official notice has been received at the 
City Attorney's office that the State 
Supreme Court has issued an order 
fixing September 5 as the day for the 
hearing of the case of the city of Los 
Angeles vs. C. H. Hance, City Clerk. 
This is the case which was submitted 
last week by City Attorney Dunn be- 
fore the court for the purpose of set- 
tling the question of the right of the 
city to issue and sell bonds for Fire 
Department and bridge purposes. As 
has been before explained, a clerical 
error by a clerk at the last session of 


the Legislature placed a cloud upon the 
right of the city to issue such bonds, 
the number of a section intended to 
be amended being applied to the section 
by which the bond-issuing authority 
is given. That the error in the law as 
it stands was the result of such a 
mistake is manifes*’, and it was thought 
best to have the Supreme Court pass 
upon the matter before the bonds are 
sold. An agreed case was therefore 
submitted. It wil! he argued by the 
City Attorney in person.

Another Method of Sweeping Por- 
phy Pavements Needed.

There was a large gathering in De- 
partment Two at 19 o'clock yesterday 
morning, for the city’s water litigation 
is recognized as involving not only a 
very large sum of money but also inter- 
ests affecting directly every taxpeyer 
in the city. A large number of attor- 
neys were present, for the points of law 


save, of course, the City Attorney, who 
has been the head and front of the 
litigation as representing the city of 
Los Angeles. 

When Judge Oster had taken his seat 
upon the bench, Senator White ex- 
plained to the court that it had been 
thought that all the documents would 
have been furnished by 2 o'clock on 
the previous afternoon, but counsel on 
the other side had been unable to fur- 
nish the papers until very late on the 
previous day, and after Mr. Chapman 
had left his office. The Senator stated 
that it might be possible to proceed 
with the arguments with a stipulation 
that his side might file affidavits, if 
such a course was thougut desirable, in 
reply to the answer yet to be filed 
by the city. J. R. Scott, Esq., of coun- 
sel for the city, desired the same priv- 
jilege, but Senator White said he didn’t 
wish to enter into any latitudinarian 
agreement that might puzzle them- 


ing at a determination, and probably 
any court that might be called upon 
to review the matter. If the Judge 
were a resident of the city, Senator 
White said that he would ask that the 
caee go over until all the documents 
were in, and each side knew exactly 
where it stood. 

Judge Oster said he was In Los An- 
geles spending his vacation, and he 
thought, after giving up two days to 
a perusal of the papers in the case, that 
as in the various pleadings matters had 
been duplicated and triplicated, there 
would be no change in the essential fea- 
tures, and any matter that might be 
introduced later would pertain merely 
to the subsidiary questions. The court 
very courteously, however, stated that 
he desired that counsel should arrive 
at a decision as the procedure and dis- 
regurd him altogether on such consid 
eration. “I would just as soon the hear- 
ing should go over to next week,” said 
Judge Oster, “but the matter is of such 
importance, ] had made an effort to 
hear it.” 

“Yes,”” responded Senator White, a

This was a @entie reminder to op- 
posing counsel that while the water 
company had brought the first suit, no 
answer had yet been filed to it, whertas 
three days after the city had filed its 
suit against the water company an 
answer of about one hundred and sev- 
enty typewritten pages had been 
promptly filed. City Attorney Dunn 
arose to explain how it was that the 
document had not been handed to Mr.

A recess was taken in order to per- 
mit counsel on either side to confer as 
to whether the arguments shou!d be 
begun, or the matter delayed ynti! the 
pleadings were completed. After some 
discussion the latter course was decided 
upon, and the hearing on all three of 
the suits was continued until Wednes- 
day, the 17th. It was stipuated, how- 
ever, that in the interim and unti! a de-

plying for naturalization as citizens, 
who are natives of countries under the 
British flag. This was again made 
apparent yesterday when eight appli- 
cants out of the eleven admitted, were 
either Canadians or Britishers, and of 
the seven aliens who yesterday - de- 
clared their intention, five were natives 
of Great Britain. 

In the registration bureau opened by 
County Clerk Newlin, there have to 
date been about fifteen hundred new 
registrations, irrespective of transfers. 
The fact has been noted that of these 
the vastly larger number are of young 
men who intend to cast their first vote 
next November. 

When changes were made in the man- 
agement of the Southern California and 
allied roads of the Santa Fé system, 
from forty to seventy-five men, clerks 
and others, were brought from Albu- 
querque to the office here. One of the 
County Clerk's deputies, by request, 
went up to the Bradbury Block yes- 
terday to gather these newcomers in, 
when, in two instances, a very odd 
thing happened. One of the clerks in 
the auditor's department refused to 
register for the reason, as he said, that 
he didn’t take enough interest in the 
country to vote; and one of the sten- 
ographers in the general solicitor’s de- 
partment, also refused go upon the 
register and refused to explain why he 
refrained from exercising his right as 
a citizen. 

Ignorance regarding registration has 
been manifested in one direction that 
has been rather surprising to the clerks 
employed upon the work. About two 
out of every three applicants have as- 
sumed that a charge was made for 
registration and voluntarily tendered 
$1, thinking apparently that was about 
the figure it ought to be. 

On Monday next the clerical force 
will be divided into two shifts and one 
of these will go on duty at 1 o’elock in 
the afternoon, and remain on duty until 
10 o'clock at night. This will permit 
laboring men, and others who are en- 
gaged in steres, to register without 
having to make a rush for it at some 
odd moment during the day, or may- 
haps neglect the matter altogether for 
lack of time. Deputy Cc. W. Hawks 
has charge of the registration bureau, 
and so far everything has run along 
smoothly.

executed a bord in the sum of -$2500, 
upon which bond plaintiff and defen- 
dant became sureties. Brown come 
menced and partly performed his cofte 
tract, !ut abandoned it before comple- 
tion, and unon notice from the archle 
tect requiring the sureties to do so, 
plaintiff completed it at a cost of $1220, 
over and above the contract price re- 
maining In the hands of the owner, 
and brought this action to recover from 
the defendant one-half of the sum, 
l’pon trial of the case judgment was 
given tfor the defendant, and plaintiff 
appealed. The complaint alleged that 
he expended $1229 in completing the 
building, and that defendant became 
liable for half the amount. but failed 
to allege that plaintiff had not been 
paid, and hence no breach of defea- 
dant’s obligation to pay was set out.

SETTLERS’ RIGHTS PROTECTED. 


Judge Rox«s’s Decision Against the 
Southern Pacific Sustained. 
Judge Ross's decision in the famous 
case, No. 184, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, confirming the title of bona 
fide settlers to thousands of acres of 
land whose ownership was in dispute 
between the Southern Pacific and the 
government, has been sustained by the 
Supreme Court. The mandate from 
that court arrived yesterday morning, 
and Judge Ross's decree was at once 
entered. A number of minor features 
of the case still remain to be decided 
upon appeals, but it looks as if the 
rights of the government were to Be 

sustained throughout.

THE KLONDIKE. 

The gold fields of the Klondike, 
which occupied so much attention in 
the papers six months ago, have been 
almost entirely overshadowed by the 
war. Yet, active work has been go- 
ing forward iw) the northern El Do- 
rado, and the results of last season's 
operations are beginning to come out, 
in the shape of shipments of gold dust 
and nuggets. While the output was 
fair, the season so far has not beet 
equal to the most sanguine predictions 
made last year. Still, the amount of 
gold that has been received is very 
considerable. Of the phenomonal 
richness of these gold deposits there 
can be no question, also that they are 
spread over a very large area of ter- 
ritory. On the other hand, it seems 
to be established that the proportion 
of paying claims to those which have 
not proved remunerative is quite 
smal], and this is not at all surpris- 
ing, considering that designing per- 
sons have deliberately staked out 
great tracts of land where they had 
not the slightest idea of finding gold, 
but simply intended to use them as 
bait to catch suckers. In some cases 
these people have been surprised to 
find claims located on the side of a 
hill turn out to be really rich in 
gold, after they had disposed of them 
to some supposed victim. In 
cases, however, the claims are 
lutely worthless. Consequently, 
who think of investing in Klondike 
claims should act with much caution. 

What is true in regard to investors. 
is also true as to those who go up 
to the Klondike without means, hop- 
ing to make a stake. Dawson is re.

PLANT SHADE TREES. 
Reference was recently made to 
the suggestion of a Los Angeles citi- 
zen, who thinks it would be a goog 
idea to incorporate in the new char- 
ter a provision for the appointment 
of an inspector of sidewalks, among 
whose duties should be to look after 
the existing trees on the public streets, 
and see that others are planted. There 
is no question as to the advisability 
of a systematic planting of shade trees 
on the streets of any city. The differ- 
ence in appearance between the streets 
so planted and one that is bare of 
trees is almost striking. Not only 
this, but it is known that trees, by 
absorbing gases which are injurious 
to the human system, are of great 
value, from a hygienie standpoint. 

It is not only along the streets of 
Los Angeles that there is mych room 
for improvement in this direction, but 
also around public buildings, 
notably the schools, many of which 
present a bare and uninviting appear- 
ance, the yards being almost "or en- 
tirely without shade. At a meeting 
of the Riverside Horticultural Club re- 
cently, an interesting paper was read 
by Edward Hyatt on “School-Ground 
Ornamentation and its Effects ou 
Neighbors.” Two years ago Arbor 
day had been set apart, and after 
consultation it was agreed that Wash- 
ington’s birthday would be the best 
day that should be selected. Already 
the result of this has been apparen¢ 
in the improved: aspect of many 
school grounds throughout the coun- 
try. 

Let us have a general movement for 
the planting of trees in Los Angeles, 
and ‘while it is being done, let it be 
done right. For instance, the appear- 
ance of a street upon which trees of 
uniform kind have been planted for 
its whole length is much more pleas- 
ing than one where half a dozen dif- 
ferent varieties have been set out. 
But in any case, let us plant trees, 
In a section like this, where aimost 
every variety of vegetation raised in 
any part of the world flourishes to 
perfection, there is absolutely no ex- 
cuse for shadeless streets and grounds.

MODERN MINING. 

The most remarkable tribute _ that 
could be paid to the inventive spirit 
of the American people is the way 
that practical gains are being made 
all over ldaho, Oregon, Montana and 
California, with working- over old 
and abandoned mining grounds. Take 
it on Moore’s Creek in—Idaho. The 
diggings at the head of that tributary 
cf the Boise were all very rich, but 
near the mouth of that stream they 
would not pay over $4 per day to,the 
hand, so they were not worked, and 
in the thirty-five years that has in- 
tervened they have been covered with 
tailings to a depth of over twenty 
feet. Now those tailings are being 
worked at a. profit, thanks to new 
methods that have been introduced in 
that section, 

Alder julch, in Montana, was 
Where grew up the town called Vir- 
ginia City. Wells, Fargo & Co. esti- 
mate that over sixty million dollars 
worth of dust was taken out of that 


it Was pronounced worked out. Of 
ccurse, in those days of high rates of 
transportation and costly prices for 
food, as well as high wages, nothing 
but rich ground could be worked, and 
no tailings could be touched at all. 
An eastern company is now working 
over those tailings with a series of 
retary dredge-buckets, and meking 
good pay in doing so. 

On Stake River, in Idaho, the Chi- 
nese have worked the bars in low 
water for over thirty years, averag- 
ing about. $1.25 per day to the hand, 
but the sands in the middle of the 
river they were never able to touch. 
Now a man has built a steamboat to 
work those bars. She is propelled by 
a stern wheel, and has her boiler in 
the bow and her propelling engines at 
the stern. The center of the bout .s 
filled with her dredging machinery, 
which has sixteen scoop-buckets on 
an endless chain. “Each of these 
buckets holds two .and a half cube 
feet of earth, giving the dredge a lift- 


ing capacity of thirteen cubic sards 
at each revolution, The boat’s detk 
is covered with sluices lined with 


steel rifles laid upon burlaps, under 
Which again are sheets of canton 
flannel heavily charged with 4quick- 
silver. The water for washing out 
this sand is supplied through a hose 
Which is fed by a pump having a dis- 
charge of 3600 gallons per minute. 
This boat will do no work until low 
water, When she will put her scoops 
down into the unworked portion of 
the river bed that lies in mid-channel. 
She is also provided with cage-like 
baskets made cf iron that swing out- 
board by cranes, and by this agenty 
all the cobblestones and coarse gravel 
can be dumped fifteen feet away frola 
the boat’s hull, whilé the fine sands 
go through the sluices and are swept 
down stream by force of the current. 

The use of cyanides in treating re- 
fractory ores was first begun in the 
diggings about Johannesburg in South 
Africa, but it now bids fair to revo- 
lutionize quartz mining in many parts 
of this State. All the Randsburg 
country depends largely upon the use 
of cyanides. In the northeastern part 
of this State, in the counties of Lassen 
and Modoc, there are scorces of ledges 
that would never yield a profit by the 
old-fashioned mill process used in 
working free-gold rock, but which, it 
is believed, would pay well by cyanide 
treatment. The inventive power of 
our assayers and chemists keeps pace 
with the march of improvement, and 
every day sees some new invention 
to render refractory ores profitable. 

The one great desideratum, too, is 
to entirely divest mining from stock 
gambling and make it what it should 
be—one of the learned professions. 
The San Francisco stock exchange was 
the greatest curse that California ever 
knew, for it not only beggared the 
Wage-Wworkers of every city in the 
State, but it also tied up all the min- 
ing talent of Nevada, Oregon and 
Idaho, as well as of this State, in the 
gambling whirlpool which encireled 
California street in San Francisco. It 
kept some of the ablest prospectors 
and most practical quartz-miners en- 
snared in its meshes until they lost 
all energy and became hopeless 
wrecks of humanity. Once divested 
of its gambling adjuncts and restored 
to the status of a legitimate business, 
it will prosper and benefit all the 
country tributary. to it. American 
ingenuity is doing much for us in this 
respect, by making mines. profitable 
now which would not pay current ¢x- 
penses in

THE “BOUNDING BILLOW” 


THE “OREGON” OF DEWEY’S FLAG- 
SHIP AT MANILA. 


The Able Editor Explains to the 
Spaniards Some Details of Amer- 
History and What Old 
Glory Stands For. 


The “Bounding Billow” is a news- 
paper edited and printed on board Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship Olympia. The 
last edition circulated was printed on 
paper captured from the Spaniards at 
Cavite. Almost the entire number is 
devoted to a description of the battle 
of Manila Bay and to poetry com- 
memorating the engagement. A por- 
tion of it ts given up to the proclama- 
tion the sailors of the fleet issued in 
reply to Capt.-Gen. <Augusti’s flam- 
boyant manifesto to the Spaniards of 


Manila. The sailors’ answer reads as 
follows: 
“Shipmates: You all no doubt have 


seen and read the rank and cowardly 
attack made by the Spanish Governor 
of Manila on the Glorious Flag and 
country we serve, 

“In it he questions our bravery, our 
birthrights, the honesty of our govern- 
ment, and claims that we have no his- 
tory! What do the acts of our fore- 
bears represent? What was the glorious 
fight they made for independence in 
the war of ‘76, when father and son 
left their plow in the furrow and 
shouldered their muskets for liberty, 
while wives, mothers and daughters 
cheered them on to victory? What was 
the war of 1812 and the Mexican war? 
History all, and honorable unstained 
history at that. 

“What does he mean by saying that 
we are a cowardly nation? ‘Old Glory, 
the dear old flag we serve and love, 
harbors no cowurds. Wherever seen it 


dom and honor, the standard of a na- 
tion of heroes, and though he may 
prate and proclaim from now until 
“hades freezes over,” he will never 
make any but the most benighted be- 
lieve that he is even sane. 

“The sight of our flag is like a 
breath of pure, fresh air.

Chief 
Weisbrod, with a force of police, suc- 
ceeded in preserving a semblance of 
order unti! darkness sat in, when a 
scrious onslauzht on the police ws 
made, in which several officers received 
bruises and cuts, and Chief Weisbrod 
Was lrought to his knees by a stone 
Sstviking him above the heart. Several 
Siots were fired in the air, and the 
Dulice finally withdrew. 

At 5 o’clock this morning, the strik- 
ers again congregated and clubbed 
and stoned workmen trying to reach 
the Morgan mill. Thirty policemen 
were dispatched to reinforce the small 
squad on duty there, but when the 
police arrived the crowd set on them 
with sticks and stones in a very rough 
manner. The police used their clubs 
freely, and the street was finally 
cleared at the expense of many broken 
heads anda score of arrests, includ- 
ing nine of the women ringleaders, The 
non-union crew finally reached the 
mill under nolice vrotection and the 
factory was started up with a strong 
force of police to keep the streets 
clear around the plant.- The strik- 
ers are far from subdued, however, 
and more trouble is promised. A mob 
also congregated at the Paine plant 
this neiang, but no violence was re- 
pected, 


HIS BODY MANGLED. 


Hrakeman Falls from a Freight Car 
and Dies of Injuries. 


L. C. Dale, a brakeman in the em- 
ploy of the Southern California Rail- 
way on their Temachula branch, fell 
off a freight car at Murietta yester- 
day afternoon and died a few hours 
later whilé being conveyed to the Sis- 
ters’ Hospital of this city. Particu- 
lars of the accident were not obtain- 
able last night, but it is presumed 
that Dale fell between two cars, for his 
body was badly mangled. His left 
foot and both arms were severed from 
the body. 

He was first removed to San Bernar- 
dino. and there transferred to a train 
bound for Los Angeles. He succumbed 
toi his injuries when a few miles out 
of San Bernardino. His body is now 
at Bresee Bros.’ undertaking rooms. 
Dale was 55 years old and unmarried.

Education for the Farmer. 


In giving reasons for the maintenance 
of agricultural colleges, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson says: 

“The uneducated man earns on the 
farm from $10 to $20 a month, the edu- 
cated men easily earns from $50 to $100. 
An improved pasture will sustain an 
animal to the acre; an unimproved pas- 
ture requires several acres. The na- 
tive horse without lood or develop- 
ment in some of our northwestern 
States, is valued at $10 a head; a weil- 
bred, well-developed horse is worth 
from $100 to $1000. The native cow in 
some of our newer States yields $7.50 
worth of products in a year; the im- 
proved cow in the hands of a skilled 
dairyman, yields $75 worth of products 
in the same time. Corn in Jowa, some 
years, is worth 10 cents a bushel, where 
it is the one crop of the farm; put the 
skilled feeder makes it worth 40 cents 
a bushel. The native pincapple weighs 
from three to four pounds and sells 
for 10 to 20 cents apicce; the scientist 
hybridizes the same pine and makes it 
weigh from eight to twelve pounds and 
sells it for 75 cents to $1 apiece. The 
uneducated laborer produces cotton as 
his sole crop and gells it for 5 ceuts 
a pound; the educated labored diver- 
sifies his industry and puts high-sell- 
ing products on the market. 

“The young mans’ labor when he 
comes to college is worth no more than 
that of the uneducated farm hand; but 
if he studies the sciences related to 
some one industry his labor is in de- 
mand everywhere. His carning capacity 
was equal to one laborer waen he en- 
tered; it is equal to half a dozen when 
he graduates. 

“The graduates of the agricultural 
colleges imtthe several States, who have 
laid the foundation of a scientific edu- 
cation, should be invited by Congress 
to go to Washington to pursue their 
studies in special lines’ and get facil- 
ities and direction from the chiefs of 
divisions, without expense to the stu- 
dents. They could have access to the 
Departmental and Congressional li- 
braries, to the museums of the depart- 
ments and of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tion, which contains departmental ma- 
terial. The university that George 
Washington had in mind is in existence 
now in the capital city. elt lacks only 
the students. I shall in my next an- 
nual report to the President and Con- 
gress, ask that this authority be given 
to the Secretary of Agriculture. No 
additional appropriations would be 
necessary until large numbers required 
a lecture room, which Congress would 
promptly provide.” 


A Philadelphia dispatch says the torpedo- 
boat Mackenzie, built at Hillman’s shipyard 
in that city, was given a trial by her builders 
and succeeded in making an average of about 
twenty-three knots an hour.

The lemon-growers of San Diego 
county, prompted by Ira E. Bennett, 
The Times’ San Diego correspondent, 
have done not only the suffering sol- 
diers but their country a valuable 
service in contributing a carload of 
lemons to be sent through the aid 
of Miss Helen Gould to Cuba. 


The lemon-producers of San Diego 
cvunty are rejoicing over the results of 
a protective tariff, and a healthy busi- 
ness administration. ‘‘For several weeks 
past,” says a San Diego paper, “lemons 
have been steadily advancing, and have 
finally reached 3% cents per pound 
green,” this being a higher price than 
has been reached before for many 
years. Although it hds not been a 
favorable year for fruit, there was an 
increase of 30,000 boxes in the shipments 
of oranges and lemons in June this 
year over the same month last year. 


Somebody in San Francisco has been 
finding fault with “the way Califor- 
nia is represented”’ at the Omaha Ex- 
position. This is the most sublime 
example of impudence that has been 
exposed to public view on this coast in 
a month of Sundays. The exhibit from 
California at Omaha is a Los Angeles 
county exhibit, and the vast majority 
of those who have seen it pronounce it 
to be highly creditable.

FREEHOLDERS RECEIVE REPORTS 


FROM SEVERAL COMMITTEES. 


The Method of Assessments Still an 
Unsolved Problem — Provisions 
Adopted Which Bar the 
from a Hand in Appointm 
by the Mayor. \ 


The Board of Freeholders last even- 
ing held a long session and considered 
a few random features of a number 


of long reports in regard to the new. 


city charter, now being drafted. 

The committee on the legislative de- 
partment presented a report consisting 
of sixty-two type-written pages, giv- 
ing an indictaion of the bulk of the en- 
tire charter when framed. The report 
was not read, but Mr. Graff outlined 
the salient features of the document. 
It provides for a division of the city 
into seven wards, each represented by 
a Councilman, while five other Coun- 
cilmen are to be elected at large. After 
election, these Councilmen are to be 
divided, six holding office for two years 
and six for four years, subsequent elec- 
tions to be for four years. The same 
provision as to length of term is to 
apply to members of the various boards. 

There is special provision for taking 
advantage of any provisions of stat- 
utes to be enacted granting options in 
method of raising revenue. 

The report led to a discussion of the 
previous decision to accept county as- 
Sessments as a basis of city revenues, 
and the point was developed that if the 
$1 tax rate is maintained in connec- 
tion with county assessments, the city 
will probably be unable to raise suffi- 
cient funds to maintain local govern- 
ment, while, if a higher rate is per- 
mitted, it is feared that it will frignten 
prosperous investors from city. 
This condition is due to the fact that 
cily assessments’ are uniformly higher 


than county assessments of the same 
property. 


H. W. O'Melveny stated that inquiry~ 


had shown a probability that if the 
city sohuld maintain an assessor to 
revise county assesments and a tax 
collector there would be no economy 
over the present plan. 

Other statements indicated that the 
city is spending about $28,00 per year 
to keep up an apearance of law taexs 
by higher assessments than those of 
the county and consequent low tax 
rates, this being a prevalent custom 
among most cities in the country. 

Judge Stephens favored a plan of 
levying assessments on real estate, but 
once in five years, necessary changes in 
assessments to be made by the Council 
sitting as a Board af Equalization. 

The discussion of the tax problem 
indicated that the members. of the 
board are making a careful investi- 
gation of the question, but ere yet 
undecided as to what they will adopt 
as the basis of a tax system. 

The Committee on the Executive De- 
partment submitted a report on civil 
service, not only providing for the prin- 
ciple of common civil service rules, 
but outlining the basis of the duties of 
all public officials in the city. The plan 
provides for the consolidation of the 
offices of Treasurer and Tax Collector 
and of the offices of Auditor and Agsses- 
sor. It is provided that the elective 
officers shall be Mayor, Treasurer and 
Tax Collector, Auditor and Assessor, 
Council and Board of Equalization, the 
latter to be elected at large. 

The officers to be appointed by the 
Mayor are three Park Commissioners, 
three library trustees, three members 
of the Board of Health. three Fire Com- 
missioners, three Police Commissioners, 
three members of the Board of Public 
Works and three Civil Service Com- 
missioners. In these appointments the 
Mayor is permitted to act independently 
of the Council. 

The Council is given power to ap- 
point a City Attorney and Clerk. 

The question of the salary of Mayor 
was. touched on in the discussion, but 
not decided. The report contained a 
provision for a salary of $5000, but the 
opinion of the majority of the board 
seemed to be in favor of the present 
salary of $3600, with an allowance of 
$1000 per year for office expenses for 
which the Mayor will not be required 
to give an accounting. 

The Mayor is not to be presiding 
officer of the Council, as he is in San 
Francisco and some other cities. 

Mr. Graff proposed a plan for the 
appointment of all appointive officers 
and commissioners in such way that 
the bulk of the appointments should 
come upon the Mayor after he should 
have had one year's service in office, 
which seemed to be approved by the 
members present. 


BEAR MUST QUIT. 


Russia’s Aggressive Policy May 
Cause a Violent Rupture. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—[By Atiantic Ca- 
ble.] There is great uneasiness on all 
sides here, in view of the Chinese situa- 
tion, which is regarded as bringing an 
open conflict between Great Britain and 
Russia within measurable distance, and 
it is universally felt that the Marquis 
of Salisbury’s invertebracy in yielding 
to Russian aggressiveness is respansible 
for the dangerous complication, which 
can only be overcome by the prompt 
and most firm intimation that Russia's 
open opposition to British commercial 
concessions must cease. 

In this connection, the story is cur- 
rent that the Princess of Waless’ hur- 
ried departure from England was in re- 
sponse to a dispatch from her sister, 
Dowager-Empress of Russia, bearing 
upon the Anglo-Russian relations. It 
is well known that the Doweger-Em- 
press is strenuously working to con- 
clude a definite understanding regard- 
ing Anglo-Russian interests in the Far 
Fast, and it is said great importance 
attaches to the meeting of the sisters 
at Copenhagen.

LONDON, Aug. 5.—It is reported in 
connection with the Anglo-American 
movement that strong endeavors are 
being made to get the Prince of Wales 
to visit the United States and Canada 
next summer, and it is added that en- 
couragement has been given the idea in 
responsible quarters.

| as a Jaboring man. and the poor Ameti- 
-ean's friend, in sublime forgetfulness 
of the racy letters which he wrote to 
J. Marion Brooks, made -public in a 
recent suit, in which he declared that, 
the trade of Congressman offered great 
business epportunities to the man who 
knew hew to avail himself of them. 


On numberless oeceasions Barlow has 
shown how much he loves the poor 
man, especially poer, @ld Unele Col- 


lis, and how pure is his devotion to 
the interests of his country, in par- 
ticular to these pertions of his coun- 
try the deeds to which belong to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. 
The most shining example of this pa- 
triotic solicitude which has come to 
light of late is the tale af Barlow and 
the Mail Begs, a true story of how 
the amount to be paid the Southern 
Pacific by the government for carry- 
ing the mails was swelled beyond 
what it would have been had no kind 
Congressman been at hand. 

Once upon a time, the Postmaster- 
General male a proclamation, order- 
ing that all his railway postal clerks 
should, for thirty-five days, weigh all 
the mail carried by their cars, in order 
that the daily average amount. of 
mail per mile on each route might be 
determined, and the amount fixed which 
Uncle Sam must pay the railroads for 
the next four vears. The proclamation 


decreed that if there was any sudden 
and unusual increase in the amount 
of public documents shipped, or in the 
amount of mail, that report should be 
made of that fact. in order to uncover 
would-be defrauders of the people. 

Congressman Barlow suddenly dis- 
covered that his fences needed mend- 
ing. He rummaged around in corners 
in Washington, and accumulated many 
wagon-loads of public documents. 
Most of them were of the vintage of 
many years ago, but in spite of mildew 
and rat-gnawing the experienced 
statesman decided that they were suffi- 
ciently substantial to be worth using 
to buttress his tottering fences and 
help along the espee. The genial and 
open-handed public servant bound ub 
bales and bales of aged government 
publications, and shipped them off 
through the mails to his constituents. 
His Congressman’s privilege of frank- 
ing his mail allowed him to dump 
tons of documents into the mail, with 
no other expense than the ink required 
to write the addresses, and ink is cheap 
nowadays. 

This remarkable attack of generosity 
coincided with the time when the 
weighing of mails. began. Strangely 
enough, too, the documents were 
shipped to California by a roundabout 
route, going through New Orleans and 
passing over the entire Southern Pa- 
cific system from Louisiana to Cali- 
fornia. Day by day the mail cars 
groaned under the weight of the Con- 
gressman’s mail. The clerks grew sus- 
Picious and took to weighing the 
franked documents, reporting results 
to the postoffice authoritics. One con- 
Signment was of 1900 pounds, and on 
another day there was a whole ton, 

With the ingratitude which is so 
sharp a sting to the heart of the gen- 
erous man, the country editors who 
had to hire an express wagon to haul 
the Congressman’s presents to their 
offices failed to appreciate the favors 
extended to them. They said they 
weren't interested in back number.re- 

Orts of the Ordnance Bureau or the 

easury Department. and declared 
they would prefer blank paper, if Bar- 
low wouldn't mind, because they could 
use that in the job office. Many of 
them stood up and said disrespectful 
things to the effect that to send out 
tons of mail under frank at a time 
when every extra*pound means money 
$n the pockets of the railroads for 
four,years to come, was plain stealing 
from the people. 

The postoffice authorities grew 
wrathy. It is said that they called the 
Congressman to account, and asked 
him how it happened that when 
weighing-time, which fixes the rail- 
roads’ compensation, comes only one: 
fm four years. and lasts for only ; 
month, that that particular time hap- 
pened to be chosen to deluge the post- 
office with mountains of heavy docn- 
ments, most of them so old as not to be 
worth the matches to burn them. 

Every town in Southern California 
ean contribute information in regard 
to Congressman MHBarlow’s gifts of 
public documents. Six sacks were re- 
ceived at Pomona. weighing in the 
neighborhood of 1206 pounds. Three 
gack&B came at one time, the separate 
volumes being addressed to individua's. 
At another time two sacks came in 
the same way, and finally a sack ar- 
rived addressed to the Pomona Times. 
All these sacks were sent by a ceir- 
cuitous and unusua! route from Wash- 
ington to New Orleans, al! the Way to 
Ios Angeles over the Southern Pa- 
cific. and then back to Pomona. The 
G6ocuments were in large part so old 
and out-of-date as to be practically 
worthless. Among them were:

AZUSA, Aug. 5.—[Regular Correspondence.] 
A special meeting for the furtherance of in- 
corporation proceedings was held last evening. 
C. D. Griffiths of the Committee on Ways and 
Means reported that the taxable property of 
the town in 1896 was $200,000, including the 
present townsite; that the cost of maintaining 
the official departments of a town of the 
sixth class is between $2500 and $3000, making 
the rate of taxation about 15 cents om $10u: 
that the assessed value of the majority cf 
homes will not exceed 500, making the an- 
nual tax on such property 75 cents, and that 
the town is paying now nearly $350 per month 
water rent, or about $4200 annually—more 
than enough to pay for the entire city gov- 
ernment. The boundaries voted on _ te‘ore 
contained .four and one-half square miles, 
more or less, and it is recommended that the 
boundaries be extended as far as practicable. 

As the present inadequate water supply is 
the burning question underlying the whole 
movement, an estimate from an engincering 
firm was read, setting forth that the value of 
the present plant, which is a private affair, 
is $10,941.80, and that a new system, deliver- 
ing 150 gallons per capita every, twenty-four 
hours to 2154 inhabitants—the present popula- 
tion being 700—would cost $19,876.52, or about 
$28 per present inhabitant. 

A committee of seven is to be appointed by 
the chair to draft a petition, seek signatures 
and present it to the Board of Supervisors 
forthwith.

NEW MEXICO. 


SMALLPOX SCARE DRIVES A CIR- 
CUS FROM THE TERRITORY. 


Health Authorities Launch Legal 
Anathemas Against It— Man 
Killed by Roysterers—Woman 
Murdered for Booty—Babe Smoth- 
ered—Priest Fatally Hurt, 


ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 5.— 
[Regular Correspondence. ] A small- 
pox scare again seized the people of 
this city during the past week, and a 
circus, usually regarded with delight 
by all classes of citizens, was given a 
cold, stony stare, and told to pass on 
up the road. There appears to be little 
doubt that smallpox prevails to an un- 
usual extent among the native people 
in the southern part of the Territory. 
The circus, owned by Col. G. W. Hall 
and sailing under the euphonious title 
of the ‘New United Shows,” has been 
touring the infected district, and pro- 
posed showing last Monday in Albu- 
querque. Citizens became alarmed, 
however, and there aé_e general 
beating of tom-toms and gew-gaws to 
‘marshal the sanitary farces of the me- 
tropolis. .The Board of Health met and 
resolved that no public parade or pro- 
. eession should be held within the limits 
of Albuquerque for two months, and, 
furthermore, that “all exhibitions by 
troupes or companies coming from any 
district infected with contagious dis- 
eases, shall. likewise be prohibited 
within the said city during the time 
aforesaid." In a day or two Mayor 'F. 
W. Clancy arrived from Santa Fé, and 
indorsed the order of the Board of 
Health. The chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners, Jesus Romero, 
was consulted, and Dist.-Atty. Finical 
and Sheriff Hubbell were scooped into 
the discussion with a drag-net. The 
circus people arrived here Monday aft- 
ernoon, and finding all the forces of the 
community arrayed against them, pro- 
ceeded on their way to Belen, where 
people may be less particular in ex- 
posing themselves to the alleged danger 
of infection. 

The Santa Fé New Mexican makes a 
vigorous defense of the native popula- 
_ tion against the charge of disloyalty. 
« There are reasons for believing that a 
t number of apologies printed are truth- 
“ful enough. For instance, it is recited 
“that the recruiting was done largely in 
, communities where the Anglo-Saxon 
blood predominated. The native popu- 
lation has little ready cash and is lo- 
cated in remote sections. The expense 
of traveling to the place of mustering- 
in would have been an insuperable ob- 
»Stacle to many would-be native re- 
cruits. “They are homé¢ people, strong 
in their family ties, and do not travel 
' much,” says the apologist. To this 
, May be added that the native Mexican 
“ is easy-going and in reality little given 
to making war; all of which has cre- 
ated a misunderstanding of his atti- 
tude in the present conflict with 
Spain. 

The authorities of Grant county are 
maintaining a strict quarantine ef the 
smallpox districts.

OUR HEROES. 


YORK HOSPITALS, 


Anxious Only to Return ta Cuba. 
Never a Complaint is Heard 
Among Them—Tales of Brave 
Deeds Done by “the Other Fel- 

low.” 


{Annie Laurie in the San Francisco 
Examiner:] NEW YORK, July 21.— 
Yesterday was an exciting day among 
the wounded soldiers. Th¢ y are now 
domiciled in the hospitals of brooklyn 
and Staten Island. 

They are tired, and excited, and 
feeble from lack of proper food, and 
weak with fever. 

Some of them wish they had died, to 
get rid of the awful gnawing of fevered 
wounds, and some of them roll their 
restless heads on their hot pillows and 
mutter about the buzzards, and the 
heat and the sharpshovters that are 
aiming at them from the trees, and 
some speak in a weak vuice between 
laughter and tears, and some are boys 
and some ere bearded men—but they 
are soldiers, every one of them, and 
soldiers whose one lucid thought is to 
get well and go back to Cuba and 
fight some more.

EWS FROM SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


PASADENA. 


ONE MORE OBSTACLE FOR THE 
TERMINAL FRANCHISE, 


The Southern Pacific Said to Have 
Taken a Hand in the Fight. 
Counter Move Contemplated by 
the Old Company—<Active Reso- 
luting by the Afro-Americans, 


PASADENA, Aug. 5.—[Regular Correspond- 
“ence.}] Charles H: Frost's injunction suit 
‘against the city of Pasadena and the Ter- 
minal Railway has set the electric gong ring- 
ing, and it is a new call to arms for the par- 
tisans in the famous franchise fight. Mr. 
frost states that two very important points 
will come out when the case gets into court. 
‘His attorneys claim that the action of the City 
Trustees in advertising for bids for a fran- 
chise is illegal, because the Terminal Railway 
Already owns a franchise for the main part 
of the route which is offered for sale. They 
argue that the city cannot sell this franchise 
‘any more than it can sell the Terminal's 
tracks from South Pasadena to Colorado 
street. They also claim that the Terminal has 
@ cinch on the city, for no other corporation 
or person can possibly bid in competition with 
the Terminal, in case the sale of the franchise 
were legal, for the very: reason that the Ter- 
minal already owns the most important part 
of the route. 

Vice-President Gibbon of the Terminal says 
he will have his answer to the complaint 
ready for the couft next Monday. He says 
the legal point raised was brought up three 
years ago, when the Southerm Pacific asked 
to extend their tracks in Pasadena. The op- 

sition then claimed that the city was adver- 

ising to sell the Southern Pacific’s franchise 

over agan; but Judge Shaw decided that it 
Was not the same franchise that was offered, 
but an extension of the franchise, which the 
city could offer for gale and sell. 

Mr. Frost says that nobody is associated 
with him in his petition for an injunction, 
but Mr. Gibbon opines from the fact that Mr. 
Frost is represented by attorneys who have 
hitherto acted for the Southern Pacific Rail- 
‘road that the Southern Pacific people, as well 
as the Pasadena and Los Angeles Electric, 
have gone into the fight against him. He 
realizes that although he won, 3 to 2, on the 
vote of the City Trustees, to advertise the 
franchise, his enterprise is still in a ticklish 
position. 

Of the four members of the Council now 
in the city, two have been firmly in favor of 
the Terminal’s franchise, and two as reso- 
lutely opposed. Trustee Hoag, who threw the 
deciding vote for the Terminal, is in the East 
and is expected to remain there till after 
the date for the opening of the bids by the 
City Council, August 15. If he should be 
absent on that day, what would be the fate 
of the Terminal’s bid? Unless some member 
of the Council has seen new light, or consid- 
ers the question fairly settled by previous ac- 
tion, the vote would stand 2 and 2, and the 
bid would fail of acceptance. The Terminal 
will bid a certain percentage of so much of 
its gross receipts as are earned by that por- 
tion of its track lying within the corporate 
limits of Pasadena. What would be the prob- 
able amount of this percentage in annual dol- 
lars and cents for the city of Pasadena, and 
would this amount be deemed ample compen- 
gation for the franchise by the Trustees? The 
Terminal’s fate may hinge on this question, 
whether Trustee Hoag be present or absent at 
the final vote. The competing trolley is still 
in the air. 

Vice-President Gibbon says his company has 
already placed a conditional order for cars and 
equipment, and the moment that the Council 
decides the matter ‘“‘for keeps,’’ work on the 
transformation of the Terminal into an elec- 
tric lime will begin. He has not dared to 
make other than conditional plans before the 
bid for the franchise has been accepted. 

Meanwhile the Pasadena and Los Angeles 
Electric Railway people have on their think- 
ing caps, as well as their fighting clothes. 
Since the failure of the San Gabriel Traction 
Company’s attempts, they have had plans and 
estimates made for a short-cut through the 
Estudillo Valley between the two cities, with 
the view of the possibility of operating an- 
other line as a branch of their present system. 
“‘We can only say we haverthought seriously 
of such a thing, nothing is decided yet; wea 
are only figuring on it,’’ said President Smith 
‘today. “If we ever build the line as contem- 
plated, we shall use it wholly for express 
trains between the two cities, and will make 
the trip in twenty-five minutes. It would 
cost about $70,000 to build such a line. To cut 
the tunnel at Lincoln Park, alone, would cost 
$20,000, according to the estimates of our en- 
gineers.”’ 

Whatever comes out of this electric agita- 
tion, our people hope it will bring quicker 
trips and more of ’em—and that much we are 
pretty sure to get in one way or another. 


THE AFRO-AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


The Co®gress of Afro-American Leagues 

busied itself through the day chiefly in the 
consideration of the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions, which was very voluminous 
and comprehensive. A resolution indorsing 
the candidacy of Henry T. Gage for Governor 
Was presented to the committee, but was 
withdrawn, as the committee came to a unani- 
mous decision to indorse no candidate for 
State office before he has been duly nom- 
inated. 
. The resolutions, as adopted, demand the ap- 
pointment of a fair number of colored young 
men to the Military Academy at West Point 
and the Naval School at Anapolis; tender sup- 
port to E. W. Fisher of San Diego in his 
civil-rights case brought against John C. 
Fisher, lessee of the operahouse; ask for a 
subscription of $1 from every Afro-American 
and every home in the United States to aid 
In suppressing lynchings; ask the State Legis- 
lature to repeal the law discriminating against 
blacks, known as “‘the black law;’’ denounce 
the lectures of Editor John Temple Graves of 
the Atlanta Constitution; recommend Rey. 8, 
W. Hawkins of Los Angeles for chaplain of 
the next Legislature; indorse the resolution 
of the Ladies’ League discountenancing ‘‘cake- 
walks’’ and Sunday baseball games, and de- 
tlare it unwise for this congress to indorse 
any candidate for State office in advance of 
the regular State conventions. 

The secretary of the congress was directed 
to appeal to the War Department in behalf 
of Troop D of Pasadena.

The following excerpt from a long series of 
resolutions presented by J. J. Neimore of Los 
Angeles, the new president, and adopted, 
shows what the congress could do when it 
fairly settled down to the resolving business:

ibrary; and whereas, such conditions are not 
Dnly not capable of sustaining a poor race, 
but likewise capable of destroying the last 
vestige of its moral standing; therefore, 

Be it resolved, that the Afro-American 
DPongress do establish a system by which these 
Replorable conditions will be eradicated. 

Resolved, that the stimulation of business 

dustry, agricultural and horticultural, are 
he composite factors necessary to remove the 
pbstacle that now obstructs our progressive 
pathway. 

“Resolved, that less politics and more com- 
Merce is essential to the success of the Afro- 
American League of the State. 

‘Resolved, that clannish polities in a non- 
persone institution is a menace capable of 
estroying its most vital organs. 

“Resolved, that as the farmer and the fish- 
erman are suppliers of food, we adopt the 
ge as the safe method for the league to 

rn special attention to. 

“Resolved, that the business and the com- 


mercial key is the instrument 4hat will dis- 
pel the shades of prejudide and unlock the 
closed door of wealth and happiness for the 
boys and: girls of the Afro-American race in 
California.’’ 

This evening the congress proceeded to 
the election of officers antl the flood-gates 
of oratory wer raised,; Four candidates 
were placed in nomination for tne presitevey 
—J. J. Neimore of Los Angeles, C. C. bint 
of Los Angeles, Dudley Sebree of Stcvhkton, 
and George Ingam of Alameda. The nomi- 
nating and seconding speeches occupied the 
time till 10 o'clock, and were atteaded 
uncontrolled enthusiasm. The exciting 
Scenes of a great political convention were 
duplicated..- 

The convention voted by roll call, and 
stringent measures were taken against bal- 
lot-box stuffing, a committee of ladies hold- 
ing a newspaper over the hat and permitting 
only one vote to be thrown at a time. 
Seventy-five votes were cast for the presi- 
lent. fo which Neimore received forty-one,. 
Flint twenty-three, and Ingram. eleven. 
The announcement of the result was greeted 
with cheers, and the band played “Hail to 
the Chief,.’’ 

The election of Mr. Neimore as President 
was made unanimous, on motion of T. B. 
Morton in behalf of Mr. Flint, and Mr. Nel- 
more expressed his thanks to the conven- 


tion.

Miss Helen Gould of New York Pays

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 5.—[Regular Corres- 


pondence.] A carload of San Diego lemons 
will be sent at once to the fever-stricken 
soidiers at Santiago de Cuba. Word nas 
been received from medical officers in 
charge of the hospitals, and from the purses 
at the front that lemons and oranges are 
badly needed—lemons, in fact, being an ap- 
solute necessity. An interview was pub- 
lished in a New York paper the other aay 
with Miss Helen Gould, stating the urgency 
of the case, and making known the teter- 
mination of that patriotic young woman to 
get lemons to the sick boys at any cost. 

This.interview was seen by Ira E. Bennett 
of this city, who at once wired Miss Gould 
that San Diego would give a carload of 
lemons if she would arrange for its trans- 
portation. Miss Gould replied yesterday 
that the offer was gratefully accepted, and 
she agreed to furnish transportation. 

The Red Cross League was at once inter- 
ested in the matter, and a hasty canvass 
showed that the people were only too ready 
to show a substantial gratitude to the boys 
now fighting a second deadly foe. Lemons 
were promsied by many growers, ana casn 
by many citizens. 

The car will leave San Diego August 12. 
It will contain some oranges and dried 
fruits as well as lemons. It will pear 
the legend, “San Diego to Santiago,’’ with 
a big red cross. Cities along the line wiil 
be notified of the date of the car's passage 
through, so that Red Cross societies de- 
Siring to contribute may do so, and have 
the things carried to the front free of cost.

Two Men in a Boat Have Good 
Fishing. 

HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Aug. 5.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Charles Walker Jones 
of Denver and E. Metz of Sherman, Tex., 
went outside the bay yesterday in a yacht 
and had great sport fishing. They reached a 
spot about three-fourths of a mile off Point 
Loma, where for a width of ten feet and a 
length of a quarter of a mile the water was 
bubbling and boiling with the antics of a 
huge school of yellowtail. The men hastily 
got out their lines, but it was too early in 
the day for the fish to bite. They were sim- 
ply playful, kicking up their heels and having 
a good time. One or two nibbled at the jig, 
but only two were caught. Mr. Jones got an 
eighteen-pounder after a terrific fight, in 
which he says he narrowly escaped being 
dragged from the boat. Mr. Metz got a fif- 
teen-pounder. 

The anglers also got a Spanish mackerel 
each and about twenty-five barracuda. They 
went out to break the record, but are not 
discouraged because they failed this time. 
They will go out again and will hunt up the 
yellowtail school. 

There is a glut of fish,. according to the 
Sun. The fish markets are overstocked and 
the fishermen are bringing in barracuda by 
the boatload. Jack Tyrrel with the power 
yacht Pauline brought in 400 yesterday, Capt. 
Paulsen with the Urania got 375, and twenty 
other small smacks from 100 to 200 each. All 
the markets are salting the surplus stock 
that cannot be sold, but the supply of salt in 
the city ran short yesterday, end the Pacific 
Coast Market was compelled to telegraph to 
San Francisco for salt. The salt works at 
the head of the bay cannot supply the demand 
for the tons of fish that are being salted here 
for shipment. Salt fish sells for 2% and 3 
cents per pound. The La Playa fishermen are 
holding their fish for 3% cents.

SANTA MONICA. 


Pablic Gambling by Men, \Women 
and Children Permitted. 
SANTA MONICA, Aug. 5.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] While an effort is being made 
to keep this resort on a footing of moral 
equality with other communities in Southern 
California, to make it inviting to the better 
class of people, there is a public and con- 
spicuous disgrace to the town in the many 
gambling devices permitted in open defiance 
of the law,’ and which are rendered doubly 
evil by giving access to them tochildren of 

both sexes and to women. 

These gambling machines are of the nickel- 
in-the-slot variety, and fully a score of them 
are scattered about town, many being located 
where the crowds are greatest in the build- 
ings along the beach, while others are lcss 
conspicuously placed in saloons. 

It is not infrequently the case that boys and 
girls who are given money by their parents to 
hire bathing-suits spend the money in these 
imachines and go without their baths, while 
in numerous cases fashionably-attired women 
gather about the machines and spend, some- 
times, several dollars at a time. 

Even disregarding the flagrant violation of 
law which permits gambling to be thus openly 
conducted, the work of the machines is little 
short of robbery. It is a notorious fact that 
they are what are called 80-per cent. ma- 
chines. That is, for every $100 placed in the 
machines, the owners take out $0 and the 
players $20. 

A number of the owners of these machines 
were interviewed by a representative of The 
Times. So far as could be learned, near each 
machine is conspicuously posted a license is- 
sued by Los Angeles county permitting the 
operation of a nickel-in-the-slod machine, in 
accordance with the provisions of the county 
license ordinance. One of the owners, when 
questioned, stated that the winnings from his 
machine were paid in cash with the approval 
of the County License Tax Collector. A call 
en that oflicial at his office in Los Angeles 
brought forth a specific and emphatic denial 
that he had issued any licenses except on the 
definite understanding that the provisions of 
. county license ordinance be complied 
with. 

Section 35 of the license ordinance, which 
alone regulates the operation of nickel-in-the- 
slot machines, says: ‘‘Every owner, manager, 
lessee or operator of any of the devices known 
as nickel-in-the-slot machines for merchan- 
dise shall pay a license tax of $5 per quarter 
on each machine,’’ 

The State law provides severe punishment 
for any person who shall conduct any per- 
centage game, and a still heavier penalty for 
any public official who shall vote for or collect 
a license for such a game. Other penalties 
apply to those who shall conduct a lottery, 
but whether legally or not, the Supervisors 
have drawn a distinction between machines 
which provide for the payment of winnings in 


merchandise and those which provide for such ' 


payment in cash. The former class of ma- 
chines is at least given a show of legal stand- 
ing by the license ordinance, while the li- 
censes conspicuously posted by the side of 
machines paying in cash simply serve to call 
attention to their complete defiance of law. 

Local officials who have been interviewed 
regarding these machines say they have sup- 
posed the licenses issued by the county were 
issued with a knowledge of the character of 
machines for which they were ‘issued, and 
have not felt called upon to attack what the 
county licenses. 

Some apprehension is felt here regarding 
the attitude of the District Attorney's office 
in any prosecutions which may be begun. 
The statutes provide for the District Attorney 
taking charge of any criminai case before 
magistrates when not engaged in criminal 
proceedings in the Superior Court, and local 
officials claim that it is customary for the Dis- 
trict Attorney and his deputies to _ shield 
themselves from participating in any proceed- 
ings which may cost them votes by pleading 
this provision. Yet arrests must made 
under the State law, if at all. 

It is also a fact that a roulette wheel js 
operated on Sundays, and there is no doubt 
that the city authorities are aware of this 
violation of the law and are winking at it. 

st year faro, roulette and other illegal 
gambling games were in full blast, with the 
connivance and consent of city and county 
officials whose duty it was to prevent their 
operation, and money was paid to prevent 
interference. The gamblers have admitted 
that they paid money to one of the Sheriff’s 
officers and to other persons for immunity 
from prosecution, but they say they are not 
paying anything this year. 

This afternoon a scheme was broached by 
several parties to attempt to legalize these 
machines by passing a city ordinance forbid- 
ding children to play them. Who the parties 
are behind the project is not known, but it is 
not believed the City Trustees would attempt 
to annul a State law. .

Binkley, a lineman in the em- 
ploy of the Edison Electric Company, 
met death at Adams and Menlo strects 
shortly after 2:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon while soldering some live 
wires charged with 2000 volts of elec- 
tricity. Aside fromm the electric shock 
which he suffered, he fell twenty-five 
feet. Efforts to revive him were made, 
but they proved futile. Binkley’s body 
is at Lresee Bros. morgue. 

The Gead man and E!Imer Nelson, also 
a lineman for the same company, com- 
prise what is technically Known as a 
‘connecting up” crew. They were con- 
necting some wires with the newiy- 
erected residence of William T. Dishop, 
Jr., at Adams and Menlo streets. Bink- 
ley had climbed the pole, about thirty 
feet high, and was soldering a sub- 
wire to later connect it with the main 
current. His body was supported by 
the usual “safety” beit as used ly line- 
men, ana the steel prongs attached to 
his shoes were imbedded in the pole. 
His left hand held the torch, while his 
right hand was freeeto work with. In 


right arm about the main current wire. 
In an instant therafter he had lost 
his balance and his consciousness and 
was sliding down the pole, his head 
swinging limply from side to side. 

No one, so far as is known, saw the 


accident in its entirety, but Mrs. 
Bishop, Jr., chanced to come to her 
front porch as the body of Binkley 


came sliding down the pole. She notified 


Lineman Nelson, who was near by, and 
he and others came to the spot. Later 


Bresee Bros.’ ambulance with Dr. Paui 
Bresee arrived, and though the latter 
worked on Binkley for nearly an hour 
he could not resuscitate him. The vic- 
tim must have died almost immedi- 
ately after striking the ground. 

Had it not been for the “safety” belt 
Binkley’s body in falling might have 
been dashed to pieces on the stone 
pavement. The belt kept it close to the 
pole and prevented it from falling 
over when the ground was struck. As 
it is, Binkley’s face and arms were mu- 
tilated. The right fore arm, which was 
around the live wire, is lacerated and 
bruised from the wrist to the arm 
Joint, and has a hole the size of a dol- 
lar, more than an inch deen. The left 
hand, also, is badly burned, and there 
is a cut across the face. 

Binkley is about 35 years old. His 
wife and their child are livine at San 
Bernardino, He has a sister here, Mrs. 
Brown, who resides on Fourth street 
near Main. Sh is an invalid, and at 
present very sick.
